The Heranton Wood Working coime-
pany, which for many years represent-
ed one of this clty's flourishing indus-
tries, is no more, Work was ceased at
the mill at 6520 Penn avenue, lnst May,
and the entire plant with the exception
of the machinery, which has already
been purchased, s for sale,

The company during lale years con-
slsted of the late H., C. Hinman and
Charles Aenwood, and D, K. Oukley,
Mr, Hinmun was president and My,
Henwood treasurer. By the deaths of
these two officials all the cares of man-
agement and the entire responsibility
devolved upon the one survivor of the
firm, D. €.
